(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In the United 
states. 

2. Claims 1-3, 6. 8, 9, and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Myers. Myers discloses an attachment including a support structure 
supported by tubes, a swivel able seat 48, oarlock supports 25, and gunwale mounting 
plates 14. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed orjdescribed as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought io be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made- 

4. Claims 16-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Myers in view of Langreck. Myers does not disclose a folding oarlock. Lkngreck 
teaches a folding oarlock (note the oarlock is capable of folding about pivbt 54, for 
example). It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the-art at the time 
the invention was made to form the oarlock of Myers to be foldable as taught by 
Langreck for improved ease of use. 

5. Claims 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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In claim 4, line 2, the use of "may be" does not distinctly claim the invention, as 
required. 

6. Claims 7, 10, and 12-15 are objected to as being dependent upon;a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
